How History Is Being Written in the United Planets

Venado Bay 


Excerpted from Imskian Horizons, a

...By October, the Imskian leadership 
was presented with a painful decision. 
The Braalian aggressors had refused to 
relent despite defeat after defeat at the 
hands of the better-trained, techno- 
logically superior Imskian forces. All 
attempts to bring the Braalians to the 
negotiating table were being hostilely 
rebuffed. There was no choice but to 
take the surface war into the Braalian 
system. 

But Braal was bracing for bloody 
hand-to-hand warfare down to the last 
of its 500,000 troops. The prospect of 
such horrific carnage was repugnant 
to the Imskian leadership and an 
alternative was sought. As is so often 
the case in warfare, the quick, 
overwhelming use of force was 
necessary to avert the prolonged and 
atrocious slaughter of soldiers on both 
sides. 

So our leadership reluctantly chose to 
make use of a Damper device that 
inflicted heavy losses on Braalian 
troops without putting Imskian soldiers 
at risk. The powerful weapon was used 
on October 8, 2991 at the Venado Bay 
base on the outermost inhabited world 
of the Braalian system, Braal-13. 
Because of the Damper’s effectiveness, 
a major beachhead within the Braalian 
system was established with almost no 
loss of Imskian life. 

The Braalian army was devastated 
and the war, for all intents and 
purposes, had ended there. Making use 
of calculated strategic attacks, the 
Imskian army was able to gradually 
infiltrate the Braalian system over the 
next two years, consistently defeating 
the now-dispirited enemy troops. 

The Imskian leadership solemnly 
swore never again to use the powerful 
Damper weapon, unless, as had been 
the case at Venado Bay, it was the only 
means to avoid massive loss of life. 

Venado Bay and the Damper are 
today remembered as symbols of the 
horrors of war and the awful lengths to 
which peaceful societies must 
sometimes go to protect their freedoms 
and independence from the forces of 
tyranny.

...Four months into the war, Imsk 
found itself sealed in a corner. Its 
ongoing belligerence toward the 
United Planets had undermined Imsk’s 
chances of winning any dispute in the 
court of U.P. public opinion, and the 
planet’s historically arrogant means of 
dealing with territorial disputes had 
retarded the Imskian society’s 
diplomatic skills. Yet the celebrated 
Braalian obstinance seemed to dictate 
that any resolution wrought on the 
battlefield would take bloody months or 
years to play itself out. 

But in fact, there is no evidence to 
suggest Imsk ever seriously attempted 
to settle the war anywhere else. In fact, 
Imsk may have had far more to do with 
instigating the conflict than is generally 
acknowledged. Such charges center on 
the dewastating Damper weapon the 
Imskians unleashed at the Venado Bay 
Massacre. Though details of its 
discovery and development have been 
kept in strictest secrecy, technologists 
believe the apocalyptic weapon was 
some years in development, and that its 
existence as a trump card contributed 
to the high-handed tone of Imsk’s 
dealings with Braal in the months 
leading up to war. 

The Damper transmitted 
electromagnetic pulses uniquely 
encoded to invade the bodies of 
Braalians and disrupt their distinctive 
magnetic fields. Depending on the 
intensity of the exposure to those 
signals, a Braalian could be completely 
blown apart by the damper, he could 
suffer the bloody explosion of one or 
more limbs, or he could sustain 
permanent disruption or loss of his 
magnetic abilities. 

The Imskians established their initial 
beachhead in the Braalian system by 
unleashing the destructive weapon on 
Braalian Armies stationed at Venado 
Bay on the outer planet Braal-13. 
Within three minutes more than 5000 
Braalian soldiers were massacred and 
2000 were wounded, most of them 
gruesomely. It is considered the worst 
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
